Garnisonskriken i Horten er 
sterkt beskadiget; den har blandt an- 
net fått sine glassmaleirer ødelagt 
og kan for tiden ikke brukes. Beska¬ 
diget er også domkirken i Kristian¬ 
sand, Voss, Nore og Norderhov kir¬ 
ker. Kvam kirke i Gudbrandsdalen 
er nedbrent. Kristiansunds hovedkir¬ 
ke på Kirkelandet er helt ødelagt, og 
det samme er tilfellet med kirkene 
i Molde og Steinkær. Rørvik kirke i 
Vikna har fått en alvorlig skade og 
er ubrukbar. Av Namsos kirke står 
kun murene igjen. 

Av prestegårder er Voss og Gryt¬ 
ten totalt ødelagt.

I dypeste alvor spør vi: Hvilken 
fremtid har de foran sig? Svaret er 
ennu ikke gitt. 

Er våre hjem idag slik 'at i dem kan 
fostres en karakterfast slekt? For, 
husk, — “kan en vel sanke vindruer 
av tronebusker eller fiken av tist¬ 
ler?” 

Gir våre menigheter i sine lem- 
mers liv eksempel for de unge på al 
kristenlivet er noe som er verd å et¬ 
terligne ? 

Byr våre bygder og byer på slike 
forhold og levevilkår at barn og ung¬ 
dom ser for sig det som er rett og 
rettferdig, rent og edelt? Sjelden 
finner en blomsterprakt midt i et 
villniss. 

Tar vår kirke som et hele den op- 
gave alvorlig å fostre og nære det 
åndelige liv hos de unge, slik at de 
får lyst og evne til å leve Åndens liv 
i kjærlighetens offersinn ? 

Visstnok tar vår kirke sig av bar¬ 
nas kristelige oplæring ved å utgi 
passende lærebøker. Den prøver å 
forbedre den undervisning den gir 
gennem sine barneskoler, enten disse 
er søndagsskoler, “week day” eller 
ferieskoler. Den søker mer og mer 
å fortsette den kristelige undervis¬ 
ning både under og efter konfirma- 
sjonsalderen.

Husk, her gjelder det omkring 
to hundre tusen sjeler.. Vår kirkes 
fremtid avhenger for en stor del av 
hvad vi gjør for denne flokk. Det 
gjelder deres evige ve og vel. 

I 1939 ydet vår kirke $1.15 for 
hvert barn og hver skolesøkende 
ungdom i vår midte for å virkelig¬ 
gjøre det fremtidshåp vi har for 
dem. En dollar og femten cents. Hvor 
meget kan vi vente at det beløp vii 
avsette sig i — hvor meget av kris¬ 
telig opfostring og kunnskap?

Hvad vil hende de 200,000 kjære, 
som vi elsker så høit, om vi ikke 
gjør hvad vi innfor Gud kan og bør 
innen fiskalåret er omme siste dag 
i denne måned?

OPDRAGELSESKRISTENDOM.

Er det noe sådant som opdragel- 
seskristendom ? Ja, det er det. Og 
den er det ideale. Slik skulde det 
være. Og slik er det når det går ef¬ 
ter Guds velbehagelige vilje, — når 
det liv en får i dåpen blir næret og 
bevart hele livet igjennem. Og det¬ 
te er mulig hvis de midler som Gud 
har gitt, blir rett benyttet. 

I barnedåpen blev den lille født på¬ 
ny, fikk livet i Gud, blev et Guds 
barn. Visstnok er dette et ubevisst 
liv i barnehjertet. Likesom sæden 
der legges i jorden med livsspiren i 
sig, har muligheten og evnen til å 
vokse og med tiden bære frukt, så 
er det ubevisste nye liv i det nydøpte 
barns hjerte. Men det må få den nød¬ 
vendige næring og pleie, om det skal 
leve, utvikles og bære frukt. Som 
med alt liv. Ellers dør det. 

Og dette er den kristelige opdra- 
gelses opgave. Det er hjemmets og 
kirkens t misjon. Ansvaret hviler 
først på foreldrene, senere på alle 
som har med barnets opdragelse å 
gjøre. Skal det nydøpte barns ube¬ 
visste liv næres og bevares til å bli 
et bevisst og fruktbærende liv, må 
det vokse op i et hjem hvor foreldre 
med forbønn, undervisning i Guds 
ord og et kristelig eksempel med flid 
sørger for at barnet tidlig lærer å 
kjenne og elske Jesus. Ved kirkens 
og den kristelige undervisnings på¬ 
virkning gjennem barne- og ung¬ 
domsårene kommer det til et bevisst 
gudsliv og lærer å kenne sitt person¬ 
lige ansvar for Gud og mennesker. 
Er et barn så lykkelig å ha plikttro, 
kristelige foreldre og får vokse op 
i de rette omgivelser, er det mulig 
for det å bli stående i sin dåpspakt 
og senere gjennem livet ved flittig 
bruk av nådemidlene og bønnen leve 
troslivet i lydig og tro tjeneste. 

For sådanne er livet tjent vesent¬ 
lig med opdragelseskristendom. 
Visstnok vil lunkenhet og søvnaktig- 
het lett melde sig, som hos de kloke 
jomfruer i lignelsen.. Da må de vek¬ 
kes til årvåkenhet og troskap. For så 
vidt trenger de troende å høre vek- 
kelsesprekéner. 

Men å preke opdragelseskristen¬ 
dom for den som har brutt sitt dåps- 
løfte og har mistet livet i Gud, er 
meningsløst. Å holde helliggjørelsse- 
preken for menighetsfolk som er ån¬ 
delig døde, og gi dem det inntrykk 
at de er gode kristne fordi de er flin¬ 
ke kirkefolk og religiøst interessert, 
tjener bare til å gi dem falsk trøst 
og dysse dem enn mer i selvbedrag. 
Man kan da ikke opbygge eller op- 
drage det som er dødt. 

Der trenges vekkelsespreken. Der 
må bli liv igjen. De må omvende sig. 
Først da den forlorne sønn kom til¬ 
bake, bad om tilgivelse og blev barn 
påny, kunde det sise om ham: “Han 
var død og er blitt levende igjen, han 
var tapt og er funnet.” Hver den 
som har gått bort fra Gud og lever 
verdslig, enten han er i menigheten 


eller utenom, er en forloren sønn. 
Han må bli født påny ved Guds Ånd 
og ord. Først når der er liv kan det 
bli tale om vekst, virksomhet og 
frukt som Gud kjennes ved. Først 
da blir det bruk for opbyggelsespre- 
ken og opdragelseskristendom. Det 
nytter intet å opdra den gamle 
Adam, uansett hvor religiøs og kir¬ 
kelig han kan te sig. Det virker ba¬ 
re egenrettferdighet, selvforbedring 
og selvbedrag. Og fører den ufrelste 
inn i den farligste tilstand. 

Det må innrømmes at det er man¬ 
ge moralske, kirkelige og religiøse, 
men ufrelste mennesker i våre me¬ 
nigheter. De trenger til omvendelse, 
til gjenfødelse. En del av disse -- 
ja nokså mange — er vakte, søkende 
sjeler; men de har ikke funnet frem 
til fred med Gud, til trosvisshet. Dis¬ 
se trenger til rett og klar veiledning 
og trøst i forkynnelsen, ikke minst 
ved personlig samtale og forbønn. 
Men hvad er årsaken til at der høres 
så sjelden om omvendelser i menighe¬ 
tene? Er vår forkynnelse tvetydig, 
uklar og mangelfull? Er det noen 
sannhet i hvad man ofte hører sagt, 
at det prekes så lite omvendelse 
blandt oss? Vekkeropet lyder tilhyl¬ 
let og svakt, så de sovende sover like 
tungt og uforstyret, sies det. Er 
det sant? 

Hvilket ansvar vi har som står og 
preker for andre! Gud hjepe oss å 
dele Ordet rett og klart! Og til per¬ 
sonlig å anvende det så tilhørerne 
må kjenne sig igjen og se hvad de 
trenger! La vekkeropet lyde klart og 
kraftig for dem som sover syndesøv- 
nen! Og la det belærende og veileden¬ 
de Guds ord lyde for de mange sø¬ 
kende sjeler i våre menigheter! La 
også det opbyggende, nærende og ad¬ 
varende ord lyde til de troendes hel- 
liggørelse! 

Det er et ansvarsfullt og vanske¬ 
lig arbeide å være en Guds ords for¬ 
kynner og en sjelevinner. Det skal 
megen nåde til å være tro og ha mot 
til å forkynne den hele sannhet, ikke 
minst i denne lunkenhetens og fra¬ 
fallets tid.

THE CANADIAN LUTHERAN 

BIBLE INSTITUTE CAMROSE, 
ALBERTA. 

The eighth annual Meeting of the 
C.L.B.I. was held at the school in 
Camrose on Tuesday afternoon, No¬ 
vember 26th. There were forty mem- 
bres of the Association present. 

Rev. S. Rude led in devotion. He 
read from Acts 17 concerning the 
more noble Bereans who examined 
the Scriptures daily. Prayer follow- 
ed. The business meeting was de- 
clared open in the name of the Tri- 
une God. 

The president of the Board, Rev. 
J. B. Stolee, read his report which 
set forth the blessings of God upon 
us in giving us the Bible School. He 
stated, however, ,that we haven’t 
done our part. We have neither 
prayed nor paid as we ought. Being 
a large group of Lutherans, we 
should have been able to do much 
more than we have done towards 
finishing the building. We need this 
school for our young people where 
they may be taught the Word of 
God. 

The treasurer, Mr. A. G. Lewis, 
was not present. His report was read 
by Rev. Bernhardson. He reporteu 
that over $1,000.00 had come in to 
the general fund and nearly $1,200 
to the building fund (including two 
loans). The general fund would ba- 
lance, but we still owe about $400.00 
on the building fund. This is not so 
bad, however, when we notice that 
our condition is bettered by a thous- 
and dollars since a year ago. To Him 
be all glory. 

The Dean, Rev. C. A. Bernhard¬ 
son, reported that he had been caring 
for two congregations since June and 
that he is still serving them along 
with the Bible school work. The en- 
rollment last year was 20 to 25 for 


the fall term and 30 to 35 for the 
winter term. There were 24 stud¬ 
ents so far this year. The arrange¬ 
ment for teachers is the same this 
year as last year. Rev. A. M. Vinge 
is assisting the Dean for the fall 
term; Rev. Edwin O. Peterson will 
take his place for the winter term. 
We thank God for the fine spirit 
that has prevailed at the Bible 
School; also between the Board mem- 
bers and the Association members. 
We need more faith in this import¬ 
ant phase of God’s work. 

Nine new members were accepted 
into the Association. 

The Board of Trustees consists of 
twelve members. Four of these re-' 
tired and four new ones were elect- 
ed. These are: Rev. Otto Eklund 
(Aug.) ; Mr. John Nissen (U.D.L.C.)

Our general Luther 
League organization, despite all its 
human failings, is nevertheless en- 
deavoring to hold and to win our 
young people for Christ. It needs our 
prayers and our support.

A RECOMMENDED BOOK 

It is easy for adults to be out of 
touch with the thinking and the pro¬ 
blems of youth. They find it easy 
to forget the problems which they 
had. They fail to remember that not 
always have they known as much as 
they do now. 

As your editor ventures to recom- 
mend a certain book to young people 
to read, he does so with the fear that 
he is evaluating it against the back- 
ground of theologieal training. Yet 
despite that fear he does recommend 
to thoughtful young people the book, 
“For Self-Examination,” by Soren 
Kierkegaard. 

There is no question that the per¬ 
son who knows little or nothing of 
the life of Kierkegaard will be per- 
plexed by certain statements he 
makes. However, he so clearly shows 
how the Bible is to be used for self- 
examination that it can be read with 
much blessing nevertheless. 

On the basis of James 1:22-27 he 
discusses the use of the Bible as a 
mirror. The reader may not agree 
with everything in the book. But 
such disagreement shows that the 
reader is thinking — and it is good 
to think once in a while. 

Some of the striking statements of 
the book follow: 

“What is required in order to look 
at oneself with true blessing in the 
mirror of the wor.d? The first re- 
quirement is that you must not look 
at the mirror and inspect the mirror 
but see yourself in the mirror .... 
The other requirement is this: in or¬ 
der to see yuorself in the mirror 
when you read God’s Word, you must 
(in order really to see yourself in the 
mirror) remember to say to yourself 
incessantly: ‘It is talking to me; I 
am the one it is speaking about.’ 

If God’s Word is only a doetrine to 
you, an impersonal, objeetive some- 
thing, it is no mirror — an objeetive 
doetrine cannot be called a mirror. It 
is just as impossible to be mirrored 
in an objeetive doetrine as in a wall. 
If you want to relate yourself imper- 
sonally (objectively) to God’s Word, 
there can be no talk about this being 
scanning oneself in the mirror, for in 
order to be mirrored a personality is 
required, an ‘I.’ A wall can be seen 
in a mirror, but it cannot look in a 
mirror or scan itself in-the mirror. 
No, when you are reading God’s 
Word you must continually say to 
yourself: ‘It is talking to me. It is 
talking about me.’ 

Finally, if you want to observe 
yourself in the mirror of the Word 
with real blessing, you must not im- 
mediately forget how you looked.
